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EDITORIAL 


The Importance of Being Televised 


On Thursday, 7 June, a delegation whose 
members were-Mr John Frank, Manager of the 
Philips Soccer League, Mr Sam Papasavas, Chair- 
man of the PSL, Mr Vic Tuting, Senior Vice- 
President of the Australian Soccer Federation, 
Mr Chartes Perkins, President, Canberra City 
Soccer Club, and Mr Max Talbot, Secretary- 
Manager of that Club, met at Parliament House, 
Canberra, with the Prime Minister, Mr Malcoim 
Fraser, and the Minister for Post and Telecom- 
munications, Mr Tony Staley, to discuss the dire 
need for Australian soccer to get a better deal 
from the media, especially television. It must be 
noted that this move is a welcome change from 
the expressed viewpoint of Mr Frank earlier in 
the year when he was quoted as saying that the 
PSL would survive without television coverage. 

A four page report was put to the Prime Min- 
ister and Mr Staley outlining the program for the 
next 4 years for Australian soccer. In particular, 
heavy emphasis was laid on the finals of the 1981 
World Youth Championships and the plans for 
England and other national teams to take part in 
the celebrations connected with the centenary 
of Australian Soccer. We will not rehash here the 
arguments put in detail, especially the reliance 
placed on the results of a recent survey conduct- 
ed in Canberra by the Australian National Univer- 
sity on the popularity of the various football 
codes. However, a few points should be clearly 
understood. - 

it is absolutely futile for soccer officials and 
devotees to bleat long and loud about the media 
exposure given to the other codes, especially 
rugby league and Australian rules . These codes 
are well established in their various outlets and 
present a polished, professional product to the 
public. The crowds that they draw are testimony 
to their appeal. Commercial television networks 
are in the business of attracting ratings and selling 
the top viewer pulling programs to their advertis- 
ers. These codes have strong bases in the major 
capital cities and, despite the growth of soccer 
following the establishment of the PSL, attend- 
ances and interest in several- major centres leave 
much to be desired. Only a provincial outlet like 
NBN-3, Newcastle, and, to a lesser extent, 


Canberra‘’s CTC-7 can point to a keen interest 
for the local soccer product and program accord- 
ingly. Obviously, the only real outlet for a national 
soccer program, unless the Channel 9 network 
decides on a World Series Cricket promotion with 
soccer , is the Australian Broadcasting Commission. 

Great sympathy must be felt for the ABC and 
the parlous state in which it finds its finances at 
this time. ABC officials acknowledge the popular- 
ity of the British soccer it presents and the deep 
interest shown last year in the World Cup compe- 
tition. The ABC has on tap the true soccer prof- 
essional, Martin Royal, and in Brisbane anchoring 
‘Nationwide’ a fine commentator in Jeff Thomas 
who hosted and called Philips Top Soccer for the 
0/10 network for the first two years of the PSL. 

But most importantly the ABC has the tech- 
nical facilities and the knowhow to do justice to 
the type of national exposure that soccer seeks. 
And this is the most important element in the 
whole of the argument. Soccer officialdom must 
ensure that, if the national coverage eventuates, 
it is presented with the utmost professional com- 
petence. Few programs will succeed in holding an 
audience if camera work is undisciplined, direction 
is sloppy and commentary is ill-informed and hes- 
itant. The Brits have been at the game of televising 
soccer for many, many years. And the experience 
shows through. Not for them the stuttering, stam- 
mering of the commentator groping for the name, 
the position or the description relevant to the oc- 
casion, Not for them the sterility of immobile 
direction where the live camera holds on the last 
focus of action while the others roam desperately 
in shots too tight for the sport seeking the point 
of the continuing action. The Brits telecast soccer 
as soccer. Camera work is crisp, precise and — 
dare | repeat the word — professional. Comment- 
ary is sparse, essential and informative, Excite- 
ment is created when none is warranted; hysteria 
is generated from genuine excitement. 5 

All, power to Mr Frank and his officials. 
National exposure in attractive timeslots is a 
must. If ‘Kerry Packer took on the job, any lack 
of success would not be for the want to trying. 
With the proper promotion, the ABC could be 
the saviour of Australian soccer. Soccer needs 
television. Television must be convinced that it 
needs soccer.

As in most matters, Rudi Gutendorf has firm 
views on junior soccer. ‘I think that the young 
boys must not undergo physical conditioning 
in training, It is stupid when the coaches run the 
youngsters that way. The young ones must play 
the bail to get the skills. They have the natural 
physical condition. They. improve that with the 
ball, not without it. The boys in Australia lack 
that basic skill with the ball. | have the opinion 
that they do not work enough with the ball, Back 
in Germany at the young ages, the competition is 
not so important. They play the ball. The aim is 
the goal, but that comes from the skills in drib- 
bling, the feedback, the turn and the general 
ability to control the ball. The seriousness of life 
Starts early enough. Let them enjoy the game, 
and the game will benefit in the end.’ : 

Rudi welcomes the development of the Amer- 
ican League. He likens Canberra City’s promotion 
to what the Americans do. But he is staggered by 
the payments made to the stars. ‘The big crowds 
are coming. They have seen Pele and now they 
can see Beckenbauer. But who can compete with 
the money the Americans offer. Do you know 
that Beckenbauer has a four year contract worth 
$7m.

He was 
asked about a special competition for women’s 
teams. ‘Why not', he smiled, ‘I agree with that. 
The giris today can make a go of every sport, But 
we should not take it too jolly seriously. For fun, 
as | said, yes. But it is serious enough with the 
men now’. 

And that was it. Rudi had to leave for an 
appointment with the German Ambassador, But 
the authority of his presence remained. He has 
charm, a quiet but strong power and that special 
quality that people mistakenly call charisma.

ST GEORGE SOCCER CLUB 


When the St George-Budapest Soccer Club 
was founded in 1967, it had only 247 members 
and a ‘glorified hail’ — a former hotel which later 
became the premises of the St George Police 
Boys’ Club. Today, the licenced club, known as 
Soccer House, has almost 4,000 members and is 
hardly recagnisable as the club which started 
from such humble beginnings. In 1972, after con- 
siderable extensions costing $500 000 it became 
one of the most comfortable and modern clubs in 
Sydney. Situated at Mortdale, it is also a mode} 
for the assimilation of migrants, for about half 
of its membership — and its Board of Directors 
— are of Hungarian extraction and the other half 
are Australians. . 

In 1977, St George joined with 13 other clubs 
in joining the Phitips League competition. In that 
year, St George finished sixth on the table with 
7 wins, 14 draws and five losses, 39 goals for, and 
35 goals against, for 28 points, Last year, it was 
seventh with 25 points from 11 wins, 3 draws 
and 12 losses, with 41 goals for and 40 goals 
against. A quick reference to our match statistics 
reveals the present state of St George’s fortunes. 

This year has been one of disappointment for 
St George — particularly as it saw the first fruits 
from its $6.5m project at Barton Park take shape. 
Those of us who travelled to Sydney for our 
match against St George earlier this season shared 
with that Club’s officials and supporters their 
anguish that the weather turned foul and upset 
the attractions planned to launch the mew home 
ground. But the weather could not hide the great 
potential which exists at Barton Park and it is 
only a matter of time before it ranks among the 


outstanding soccer facilities in the country. 


Our earlier clash was won 4-2 by City and for 
one magic moment we were top of the PSL ladder. 
Our fortunes have fluctuated since then, but we 
have not suffered the many traumas that the 
season has brought for St George. None the least 
of these has been the recent change in coach. 
Now Rau! Bianco masterminds St George's 
planning. Vic Fernandez has a high regard for 
Raul who came to Australia from the Argentine 
second division in 1967, and played first with 
Prague and then Pan Hellenic which he went on to 
coach, From there, he took over Melita Eagles 
and continued that team’s run of successes against 
top sides when in a first round Philips Cup this 
year it eliminated Marconi. His appointment to 
St George followed soon after. Blanco has two 
priorities — to get St George free from the rele- 
gation area and to bring back to the St George 
stadium crowds of the size that used to follow 
the side. Obviously, one goes with the other. 

The abilities of the St George players are well 
known to Canberra City supporters. Many well’ 
known names are among the ranks and with the 
talent that abounds in the side the failure of the 
team thus far is something of a mystery for those 
on the outside looking in, Canberra City fondly 


remembers the courtesy and hospitality shown to 
its players, officials and supporters earlier this 
season in Sydney by St George and we trust that 
the St George camp will return from this match 
with equally happy memories of the clash against 
us today.

Despite his absence through injury Canberra 
City's Captain, Roy Stark, remains in the lead in 
the Player of the Year competition sponsored by 
Trans-Australia Airlines, Brian Pollock Motors 
and Tara Holiday Village.
